Up 16 Per Cent 


Sixteen per cent increase in 
the enrollment of the elemen- 
tary schools of Upland and 
three other foothill communi- 
ties was reported yesterdny.

With at least three good men in the race for state 
senator from San Bernardino county, local voters will 
begin thinking about the successor to James E. Cun- 
ningham, who has resigned to accept appointment as 
a new judge of the newly formed superior court. A 
special election will be held Nov. 26. 


The candidates, already announced are Dan 
Mikesell, county supervisor, Stanford Shaw, former 
assemblyman, and Raymond EH. Gregory, mayor of 
San Bernardino. 


In many respects, the contest will be between San 
Bernardino city voters, who will favor their popu- 
lar mayor, Mr. Gregory. and voters elsewhere in the 
county who will take their choice without being too 
provincial. 


Actually, the proposed Devore cut-off, is likely to 
be one of the main factors in the campaign. Mr. Mike- 
sell, a forth-right public official, has taken a strong 
stand in seeking to get this long -sought highway 
developed. In doing so, he has aelinated many inter- 
ests in San Bernardino city — and won many friends 
in the west end and in the desert areas of the county. 


Many major issues, of course, concern the county 
but the outspoken position taken by Mr. Mikesell on 
the DeVore highway has developed strong prejudices 
for and against him. 


Many people have great respect for a public of- 
ficial who has convictions — and sticks by them re- 
gardless of the political consequences. On several ma- 
jor matters other than the Devore cut-off, Mr. Mikesell 
has strongly expressed himself and has sought to 
achieve what he thought was right for the county. 


As a member of the San Bernardino county board 
of supervisors, he has worked very deligently and has 
been a strong force in representing this area in the 
courthouse. 


It is unfortunate this immediate area has two 
candidates, since the local vote will be divided among 
them to the advantage of Mr. Gregory in San Bernar- 
dino city. :
